If Kings of the carth ſtirre, the 
commons are moved, ſhal the King 
of heaucn riſecither to bee iudged, |

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or ſudge the world,and fhal the crea- 
tures (it till ? ſurely no, forthough 
we hisrcaſonable & religious crea- 
tures bee lilent in our ſinnes, and 
fay nothing, yet ſhall the ſenſeleſſe 
creatures gricuc and grone after a de- 
liverance, [ſay deliverance from the 
bondage of corruprion,wherin they 
dre, and from the dampe of linne , 
wherewithall they are peſtered.

Some (ay, 
the accompliſhment ſhould bee at 
the death of Chriſt, and in the 
day of his paſſion , when all the 
world ſhould bee paſſionate for 
him,but not with him, for hee muſt 
tread the wine-pretle alone. Laſtly, 
and the leaſt in reputation of iudge- 
ment arc the Iews, who cuen at this 
day vaderſtandit to bee meant of the 
warres of the Iſraelites, with Gog and 
Magog,Exzechiel,z 8.39, 

But that I ſceme not more opi- 
native then orthodoxall, I may 
ſafely ſay with the precedent words

'The Drum of Denotion +5 
wonders from time to time to a

not, we pray not, we praiſe not, we 
Ricre not, at the death of our Redee. 
mer, heis lifted vp higher then ever 
he was, cucn from the crolſe of 
ſhame to the crowne of gloric, and 
we are pulled downetoall ſhameand 
Ignonimy with the weighe of our 
finnes; heauicr then a tallent of 
leade. 

If any man ſay, ſhewe vs his ſuffe- 
rings, and we will greeue with him, 
and for him, I anſwere, Dowinn in 


monte verbums in alto, Chriſt 1s vpon 
C 2 the 
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the mountaine of his holines, his 
word is cxalted here ande!ſewherein 
the Tand, fot what doe we preach 
other then Cari(t Iefus, and hra 
crucified? Anddath it drawe all men 
afrer it? The vaile of this Temple, 
theſe ſtones in the pillars, thiz holie 
ground and dead graucs ſhall (tand 
vpin tudgement one day againſt this 
people, that chey haue beene more 
preſt to heare, & paſſionate to feele, 
of the preaching, piercing andfuffc- 
ringe of leſue Chrilt,then the rheniof 
this generation , for we haue piped 
vato you out of the Goſpell, and ye

pence, butfora penny ſhot, « good- 
hy price whereat he i valued, and c- 
yen 
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uen then alas, when. Chriſt is in 
preaching and agonizing ouer the 
cuppe of bitter affliion , Nay, the 
Queene of the South ſhall ſtand yp 
in that greatday, ſoſhall the men of 
Nimuie, and the one ſhall condemne 
vs, inthat they repcnted more ſpec- 
dily, and the other that ſhe came 
more readily to heare the wiſdome 
of Salom.», thenener yetwedid, to 
hearc the wiſdome of Chrilt. 3 
The vſc is good, of all I bhaue(aid,to 
ſtrike a Selah with our ſoules, in cau- 
tion of our former & future linning, 
procuring prodigics, ſignes, and 
- wonders,at Chrift his deatÞ, and our 
redemption, for if one linof Achar 
endangered all thecampe, and if one 
ſinne of David plagued all //rae/.what 
merucll then, if when all the ſinnes 
of allthe world lay ſo heauily ypon 
our Chriſt, and preiſed him downe 
to death, there was a commotion of 
all the creatures of God, toſee and 
behold fo dolorous a ſpeRacle : as 
when the ſonne of God gaue his 
lacrcd ' foule, a ſacrifice for our 
C 3 linney, 
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ſinnes, who had noſheltcr butin the 
graue, for that opened to give him 
paſſage, when the vaile ofthe Tem« 
ple rett,and denied him ſanQuarie, 
Andnow ſpare we awhile to paſſe 
from theſe prodigies at Chriſt his 
birth,and death,to the wonders were 


wrought fithence, eucn downe to 


our diſaſterous daics, whereby we 
may gather the neare approach of 
Chriſt his fecond comming to iudg- 
ment, The thought wherof ſo frigh- 
ted /obin his frailtie, that he wifhed 
the grane might be hu cener, till the 
griefe thereof was paſs. 

I might tell of that great day, and 
it was the Lords day, when hee 
mightily declared himſclfe to be the 
ſonre of Gcd, by the reſurreRion 
frcm the dead, .and what maruell 
then, if vpon the approach of ſo glo- 
rious a preſcrice, Sheal was ſhaken, 
graucs were'opened;and dead bodies 
did riſe with him; and appeared vnto 
many inthe holy citic, to the great | 
vonderofall the world, AndI might 
tell of that great day, and it wasthe

of penticoſt, the holy Ghoſt appea- 
redin a viſible figne, and was pow- 
red downe from God, and fell vpon 
his Apoſtles in fo great abundance, 
what maruell I. ſay, if vpon the ap- 
proach of ſo powerfull a ſpirit, and 
preſence , ſounds from heaven, 61- 
led their carcs like the ruſhing of a 
mightie wind, fiery cloucn tungs fil- 
led their eyes,and mouths, toſpeake 
wapnalia des, to all nations vnder 
heauen, I ſay what merucll if feare 
withan aftoniſhmet filled their eyes, 
carcsand hearts, when the Lord was 
about a worke of fo great wonder, 
I leave theſe holy wonders to the

and offcring , vpon the ſole ſacrifice 
of Chriſt, whom they had cruelly 
murthcred,and therforc hadneed ro 
be gone beforethe fire-of his fierce 
wrath was kindlcd againſt thatplace, 
people and kingdome. 

Lily, and of all other prodigies 
to provoke their repentance, vpon 
the Lords preſence & neere approch, 
now ready to ſhike, it was not the 
leaſt which fell outin one Jeſus, the 
ſonne of Ananixz,of the vulgar ſort, 
who fouretcene yeeres before the 
ſicdge, & when al was in quiet, peace, 
and plentie, this ſonne of Aranits 
comming to the feaſt of Tabernacler, 
when the manner was, that the Prin- 
ces 
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Ces of the people ſhould doetheir des 
yeticns to God inthe Temple, ſo- 
denly he cried out tothe wonder of 
them all, A voyce from the Eaſt; 4 
wvoyce from the Weſt, a voyce from the 
fomre windes, a woyce pon Jeruſalem, 
«4 woyce peu the Temple, a wojce fon 
the Bride,and vponthe Bridegroome, 4 
woyce pon all the people: Thus night 

& day he ran through every ſtreet, 
crying without thought of food,or 
regard of any ; inſfomuch as when he 

was beaten by the mighty (impati- 
ent of the prodigie, ) I ſay beaten to 

the barc bones, he ne: ither ſhedde a 
tcarc, or ſhewed himſclte ſuppliant , 
but at cucry ſtroke (hl cried out, Wo, 
woe, tothe inhabitants of 7eraſalem ; 
and tus continuing during all the 
time of the fiege, and eſpecially at 
thcir ſolemne feaſts: At laſt, when 
the ſtege was at the horeſt, running 
rourd about the walles of the City, 
wicl.out fcare hee vitered the ſame 
Yoyce, and ſaid, Woe to Jermſalem, 
wee tothe people, and wae to my ſelfes At 
whichlaſt woc,Sagitr ir comb 
at 
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bat, wounded with an arrow,hce fel} 
downe dead. 

Tnevſcis good, and forvsin the 
| height of this our ſecurity, all theſe 
wonders and (ignes, co:ry man in« 
terpreted as the (tory faith, Pro [wa /i- 
bidinezcucn 8s beſt pleaſed himſelfe, 
ſome they negleed, ſome they cor- 
re&ed,ſome they contemned, dones 
patrie exidingſuaq;pernivie cormm iniqus 
tas confutataeſt, till their error with 
their wickednetiTe was corrected, with 
the deſtrution both of their coun- 
try a4 of themſclucs, they killed 
their Proohets, they beleeved not 
Chriſt, vhom when they had fliine, 
and (enced, thea was it tiine for 
prodigies tofſpeake, and ſay.O blou- 
dy City, I dare giuc remiſſion ypon 
thy repentance, but I dare giue no 
reſtypon thy rebellions. Before the 
deſtrution of 7 roy, as Firgsl repor- 
tcth, Fatis aperit Caſſandra futuris 
ore Dei Tuſſunec vuquan credita T en- 
erir, Caſſandraforctold itruine, but 
could neuer be beleeved; ſhe ſpake 
from che holy Qraclc, but n_—__ 
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heard: Its a fearcefull thing when the | 
Prophets are deſpiſed;its more feare« 
full when their P rophelics are et at 
nought; but its fearcfull abou all 
fearcs, when fire is afalling dewne 
fr hcauen,thatis, when we with our 
+ Prophets and prophelſying prodigics 
akc,and wonders worke, and yet 
Zwce repentnot: ſoit was with [/rae/, 
WI pray God it bee notſo with Zug. 


To ſpeake of the ſignes, won- 
ers and prodigies that ſhall be ſcene 
pon the worlds ending; I'dare not, 

I cannot, that feare and fre oppre(- 
ſech my ſpirits in the thoughes there- 
of: Ethorret animus meminiſſe : my 
very mind and ſoule melteth at the 
heat thereof. And therefore hauing 
in ſome weake meaſure mentioned 
that dreadfull day heretofore in two 
other Sermons, I lcaue it ynder a 
vayle, as Apelles did the imperfeRt | 
portraiture of 4oamemnon, father of 
Tpbigenia , and come a little neerer | 
home, cucn downe to our daycs. 


Hauc we no lignes in heaucn,or pro- 
digics 
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digievin carth, to moue our - 
tance? Hauc not the heavens. of late 
yeeres ſtrucke an alarum to proyoke 
our praycrs by vncoth (ignes, neyer 
ſcene before. 

{tis ſome 40. yeeres agoc ſince . 
that Rarreinthe North appearcd in 
Caſſispeia, whereat the Aſtronomers 
ſtood agaſt : Surely, it was ſome (tar 
of Bethlehem, conduRting vs to that NV? 
Babe of Bethlehem, Non in cuns;/ed in 
Cathedra, not lying (wathled in they

nelſe was over all the land, and fo 
fcarcfull, as men were at their wits 
ends,panted in ſoule,l;eft off al ſecu- 
lar carc, & betook thera to their beſt 
praycrs,nut knowing what would be 
the IfJue, till the Lord againe, and 

ere wee thought vpon his mercy, re- 
moucd the judgement. In token of 
our intollerablencgle of the light 
of his Goſpell, whereof that gloomy 
day was a ſure Sacrament, taxing 
our 
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he, was ſodaincly turned into an 
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ur dim ſight with his fharpe cen- 
ure, that becauſe for a long ſeaſon, 
he light had ſhined in darkenes, and 
he darkenes comprehended it not; 
ie could if hee would remoue the 
andleſticke, candle and all, and put 
utthe eye of faith, as hee had dear- 
ed che light of heauen. Nay more, 
ndaboue al,l hauc ſaid to make the 
rodigie yet of greater wonder; it 
yas obſerved by many, how during 
he darkenes of the day, all thinges 
/ere huſhe, and ſo ill, as leaucs ſtir- 
cdnot, beaſts fednot, birds ſung 
ot, but ſtood agaſt as if they had 
cene filled with aſtoniſhment. 

And you know how not long af- 
er , this darkeday,thelight of 1/«- 
{ was put out fot atime, Queene E- 
zabeth died, a dearne day to Z ng- 
wa, had it not beene preſently re- 
ayrced with as clearc a light from 
cotland, in whoſe $unne-ſhine now 
ce walke., and (ing (till with ſolace 
he Songs of S;y in our owne land, 
t may be (ſo ſodaineadarkenespre- 
:nlty relicuedwithſo greats li ght, 
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was a Symball or- Sacramenr of our 
Soucraignes, dead and living; two 
pcercles Princes, bothrelicucd with 
their delired lights ; Hce of Exy- 
lands honour,Shee of heavens glory; 
yea,and wethcir SubjeRs delivered 
from that dark and dangerous night 
of Queene Elzaberhs death, by the 
ſpecdy ariling, & luſter of that mor- 
ning ſtarre, our Soveraigne Lord the 
King,whoſe day wee pray, may cyer 
dawne.It may bee ſome ſharpe ſight 
may cenſure me inthe applying of 
this darke day,tothe death of ©ucen 
Elizabeth: yet darcl(ay,andlI hope 
with good warranty,that when godly 
Kings and Princes die, Y midnimun- 
aus ipſe defieret eum principers eſſe r4- 
prendum per quem dura munds iſtins rt - 
perart ſolerent ; So ſaide Ambroſe of | 
the death of Theodoſins: Why may 
not this worlde deplore ſuch a 
Prince to bee taken away by the 
violence of death , as by whome . 
the dangers and difficultics there- 
of hauc becne moderated. 
Nay , hcc proceedes re, 
| an 
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and nearer the point I ayme at: 
Hoc nobis mots terrarum pravesy 
hes inges pluvie minabantur, (+ vitra 
ſoliturms caligs tenebrofior denunciabat , 
quod clementiſſimmns Imperator The- 
odoſins receſſms eſſet & terris; This 
the great Earthquakes wee have 
felt, with the continual} raine wee 
hauc had, and a more palpable 
darkeneſſe than vſtiallice we haue 
ſcene, have denounced and threat- 
ned, that Theodoſins a molt milde 
and mercifull Empcrour ſhould de- 
part this world. 

You arc religiouſly wile to dif- 
cerne of what is ſaid : when Chriſt 
fuffered, the Soucraigne of all So- 
veraignes, there was a commoti- 
on of all the creatures : All were 
moved to ſce and behold fo dolos 
rous a ſpectacle, Earth quaked, 
rockes riued, the Sunne was dark- 
ned, and the Moone became 
bloodie , Starrcs fell from Hea- 
uen, there was blood, fire, and 
the vapour'of ſmoake, before that 
greate and notable day of the 
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Lord came. And what was 7e/#s of 
Naxeeth, other then a King , then 
conquering our enemies fora better 
world? And what was Theodoſins? 
Queene Elizabeth with all of their 
rancks and Religion , lefle than 
Princes in his ſtcad, to tule in this 
world : And why may notthe crea- 
tures of God condole alike ypon 
their di(folutions? 

Next, it will bee remembred 
whiles Chronicles can ſpeake, how 
the carth was bound by a prodigi- 
ous froſt, to Londons wonder,when 
Thames was paved for cart and 
carriage , for —_ and 'man, a- 
ble in one day to ſupport a waight 
of wonder, and vpon the other 
difſolved into weake Water, It 
pierced deepe into the bowels of 
the carth z and ro this day, the 
flowers, hcarbcs, plants and trecr, 
( nay more, man and beaſt, hſh 
and fowle) haue not recovercd their 
decayed ſtrength-, but yet feele

amor.Louc is full of fcarcfulnes. Nor 
is it [caſt in obſcruance, though laft 
in fucce-flion, which fell out in-the 
Northerne parts of this kingdome, 
in Aprill laſt,and in the pariſh whese 
I dwell,and have my paſteral charge, 
witnes fiuchundreth more belides 
my [clfe, who beheld with aſtoniſh- 
ment that fcarcfull ſpeacle. To wit, 
a dead childe,baſe borne,of lewd pa- 
rents, hauing fourc leggs, and foure 
armes,all out of the bulke of one bo» 
dic, with Gogers and toes proportto. 
nable: which bodie had two bellies 
and two nauecls forward, with one . 
: plainc hacke, without ſcame or divi- 
— 54 tion, it had but one head, and that 
Church a Ofarcaſonable proportion, with two 
Lancaftſhire faces, the one looking forward, and 
Aprik.1z. theother backward : cither face had 
61> twocycs,twocares,anoſe & a mouth 
perfeR, nor was there in the ſeucral 
members thereof, any blemiſh or 
diſproportion (auec in the moulding, 
the (exc was female, and the mother 
was deliucred but halfe an _— 
ore 
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fore this ſtrange birth of a perfc& 
womi childe, which was baptized at 
our Church and yet livech. To pre- 
ſage what may follow, I cannot, nci- 
there darcl, leſt I ſeeme diſaſterous; 
onely let it tax our miſhapen lives, 
lo farre degenerate from the ſim- 
plicitic of the old world, wherein 
both virginall and coniugall chaſti- 
tic, were prized with honour, where 
now with many it is almoſt diſho- 
nourable to be honeſt. 7udah with 
Thawar lcft his claoke,to verifie his 
luſt, but 7o/epb with Porsphers wife loſt 
his cloke to vilife his luſt. Many [+ 
daes, fewe loſephs intheſe adulterous 
daics, wherein men doe rather fo- 
lace them(elues,then ſorrow for that 
ſinne, of which 1 may ſay, Lex Inhia 
dorms ? Nay Lex Tchona dorms, O 
thou law of God ? why ſleepeſt thou? 
The many legges and armes may tax 
our yntollerable pride, and aueriſc, 
xeaching heere, and treading there 
yea in robbing well nere all Gods 
creatures,to fil the belly & cloath the 
backe, with coſtly and gariſh futes, 

mad- 
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maddingthe minde, and making bo- 
dies monſtrous, might /acob and Ra- 
belrife out of their graves, to bchold 
therr children that tread ypon them, 
they could not but deeme them of 
a monſtrous birth. Ywo mouthes 
taking in, &two bellies caſting our, 
taxe our inſatiable deſire of belly 
cheere & drunkennes, exoticall ſins, 
and neuer but of late, a (taine to this 
Engliſh Nation, In phzlt»is philiftinoris 
Sampſon fell, Er Ebrietas decepit que 
Sodoma non decepit, Wine made him 
finfull, whom Sodom? covld not de- 
ceive. Laſtly,two faces may taxe the 
world of palpable hypocrific, diuel- 
Ih deccir, & damned equiuocation: 
Firſt, in vs Proteſtants whiles we lay 
we belccue, and yet donot live the 
life ofthe Goſpel we profetle: where- 
in we doe but Sophiſticate with the 
Lord, &equivocate with his Saints: 
for what auaylethit,atsguetoſpeake 
well, with a mentall reſeruation todo 
eull ? Next, it may ſeeme to taxe the 
damnable doArine of our Romiſh 
equiuocators, who are double faced 
to deface all truth, and todeſtroy all 
COM- 
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commerſe both with God and man, 
whiles they lay , Dafallere,de Inſtum, 
ſantlumg, videri, Lurd giue me to dee 
ceiuc, and yet that I may (ceme a 
Saint, Pyrrus & Viiſſes, as you may 
read.in Sophocles being ſcent to Lemme: 
to take from Philofetes Herenles his 
arrowes ; The two Legats adviſed, 
by what meancs they might beſt 
wre(t them out of his hands : Yifes 
atirmed,it was beſt co doe it by lying 
and deceit: Pyrras anſwered no) like 
not of that, becauſe | never vſcdir, 
but alwaics loucd the truth as my fa- 
ther and Anceſtors haue eucr done, 
Wherunto /liffesreplyed,y when he 
was a yolig man he wasof that mind: 
but now being old, he had learned 
by long experience, dearcly bought, 
that the ſureſt way & beſt art in mans 
life,is, Falere &- mentirs. Many of this 
age arc of YViiſes minde, cheats 
the Teſuited cruc of damned cquiuo- 
cators: but truc borne {ſ[raclitcs are 
of Pyrrw (pirit : (great is the truth & 
preusylicth, is the ſweete pocfic of 
their profeſſion, both in themſclues, 
frieds, & familics)yca &they reſolue 
: vpon 
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'ypon the dodrine of their maiſter 
Chriſt,that the truth ſhal make them 
free: As alſo Puod nonpatitny lndum 
fama, fides, occnlus, that eyes honours 
and othes, will not be ic (ted withall. 
But t@ proceed yet further,and make 
vie of the prodigie, it is reſpeRiue, 
how when the Prince was dead this 
birth was borne, lt was in the Autum 
ofthe yeare, when Prince Hewry that 
ſweet bloſlome was blaſted, with the 
dampe of our ſinnes, and ſo as with 
- this faire flower, fell all the lowers of 
the ficld, leaucs of trees,and Roſes in 
our garden, they would not flourifh 
while Henry was a falling, but fel with 
him. Woe vnto vs that cuicr we (in- 
ned, ſo faire a Prince, ſo pious and (© 
puilitto fal in aday,was ſuch a (troke 
as ſhooke the Cedars with the ſhrubs 
and might yct well beſeeme our 
facke cloth and aſhes: but this baſe 
birth was borne in the ſpring fol- 
lowingsto tx vs, as with the growth 
of our monſtrous linnes, fo toteach 
vs withall, that fithence the faire fea- 
tureof a Prince ſo well faſliioned = 

| is 
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his life, was ſo ſoone forgotten in his 
death;the Lord would 'tempt vs, with 
a prodigious birth for ſo vnualuable 
a lofſe : nor is it range a linfull pco- 
ple ſhould be ſothreatned, becauſe 
it is vſuall with God to go our 
pleaſures by contraric paltions, as he 
did the daughters of Sion, when w Iay.:.24c 
freed of ſweet ſanonr: hee threatned 4 — 
flinke, and inſteed ef a girdle arent, wn 
feed of brothered hawe, baldnes : in 
feed of a ſtomacher, a girding of ſache, 
and ſunburning for beautie : & why net 
Englandzin ſtecd of a Royal &rcligi- 
ous iſſue whereof we are vnworthie, 
with a monſlcrous birth and miſha- 
pen broode, of that whore of Babel, 
whoſe Romitſh faith and faRion the 
Lord he knoweth doth daily breed 
cucn in the bowels of the kingdom, 
wherin there are but to many dou- 
blefaced, double harted, and dou- 
ble handed, fawning, ſtil vÞbn vs and 
yet threatning our deſtruction, both 
with cic,hecart, and hand, could they 
but gainc the opportunitie, I ſpeske 
not this to diſmay any, butto charge 
| V8 
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vs of ynthankefulnes : for yet-we are 
bleſſed with the. hopefull iſſue of 
moc Princes, and with many drops 
of much royall blood, and by the 
grace of God, this ſtrong gable of 
ſo many cords,wil neucr be broken if 
our linnes burſt it not, yet with this 
caution, that we repaire the ruines of 
this our latc loſſe, with ſpeedie re- 
pentance,and pray withall, that God 
would cſtabliſh the remaine of our 
rcligious hope, for. his ſonnecs lake, 
and Syons lafctic, 

O but hc hath lefta deſolate court! 
I anſwere,as Ambreſe did of Theode- 
tins, Non ſunt deſtituti, quos pietatis ſus 
relquit beredes,they zre not forſaken 
or left delolate, whom he hath left 
heires and (uccellors of his princely 
vertues, Religion, puillance, pictic, 
andclemencie: the brightnes where- 
of will ſhineto Gods glory,and Eng- 
lands honour, ſo long as Chreniclcs 
can ſpeake, and bookes be opened. 

I might here obſcrue as many moe 
hauc done, what preſages fell out vp- 
on the fall of this faire flower and 
| peereleſle 
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leſſe Prince, how the two gle- 
rious creatures of God, both Sunne 
and Monne were troubled,the Sunne 
ſcarce ſcene of twentie daies before 
his death, the Moone oppoſed with 
a mightic Rainbowe, in the dead and 
and darkenes of the night, bended 
ouer that houſe of mourning where 
he died. I might tell how the ayre, 
carth,and clouds, ſe:mecd tobeſen(i- 
ble of his fall, -and ro condole his 
death,whilcs ſtrange windes,ftorms, 
and tempeſts,with continually ſhew- 
ers,raignes, and floods, Many darke 
daics, Clouds, and foggie miſts,wcre 
vponvs, to warne vs of our woc, as 
formerly hath beene obſerued of 
Theedotine and Queene Elizabeth, 


before their deaths. Nor canl paſle | 
without paflion, what fell outinthe ' 


ſommer before Prince Hewry died, at 
Chatteams, Where and when a (warme 
of Bees knit vponthe maine maſt of 
that Royall ſhip, he had made for 
Englands defence; tellog vs,thatere 
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Combe, (ſhould fill the ſoule of this 
Saint to glory and Immortalic: yea 
and (warmes of Gods holy Angels 
ſhould come downe to fetch him 
from the maine maſt of this carthly 
kingdome aboue the heauen of hea- 
uens, thereto raigne with God and 
his Chriſt for cuer. Ablciled Bee de- 
dcliucred from the ſting of linne 
and death, to the cndletle glorie of 
life and immortalitic, neucr to (in 
or die any more.Nay morethen all I 
hauc yctſaid;to make good that there 
#5 xot an euillinthe Citie which the Lord 
will not renale to ſome of his Prophets, 
that Prophet who preached in the 
morning cf hiz {icknes pointed 
from aboue at the period of his life, 
when he vttered that text and truth, 
Man that ts borne of a woman, hath but 
a ſhort tine to line, and 15 full of miſerse. 
It was powerfull in the preacher, and 
paſhonate in the Prince, to bring 
him to the thoughts of his morta- 
litie, 

 Andſo my deare brethren,to con- 
clude and make vle of all theſe feare=

The Drum of Denotion. #1 
full ſignes and prodigics, let all theſe 
together (trike out an allarum to 
praicr and repentance, yes; and to 
godly ſorrow, ncuer to be repented 
of: by the ſweet perfume and priu!- 
ledge whereof, ſoules arc ſaued, and 
bodies delivered from threatned 
dangers. And not boJies onely, that 
is toſay,particular perſons, but (ates 
and kingdomes arc preſcrucd from 
all malice of the creatures, be they 
ncuerſo implacable. 

Arcthere monſtrous andvntime- N 
ly birthes? pray tobe regenerateand 7-Petere 
borne a new, not of mortal ſeede, but im- 133. 
mortall by the word of God, that lineth 
and endureth for ener. 

Arc there fcarcfull thunderclaps 
making thy wild heart to ſhake like 
the wildernes of Cades ? ftand in awe 
and ſinne not : common with thine owne 
heart in thy chamber, and be ſtill: (ay 
withall, it is thou Lord onely, chat 
make(t me dwell inſafctic. 

Arethe Sonne and Moone eclip- 
fed deficientin theirlight, darkeand 
bloudic? The foole chatmpeth like the 

Ez ' Moone, 
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Moone z So faith Siracides, and thou 
art changeable 6 Chriſtian, when 
by the motion of Gods ſpirit, thou 
begins to be religious, and by and 
by falles to be (acriligious, Sacrili- 
ginum creators committitur dum imbe- 
cillitas aſeribitur creature, 

And thercfore its not the Moone 
that labourcth for her light, but its 
thou that laboureſt in thy ſinnes, 
its thou that chaungelt like the 
Moone. 

OifI mightſay, wefooles chaunge 
like the Moone, for ſhee ſhortly 
returnes to her fulnes : we fooles 
linger our conuerſation,

wegaſts : The Moone doth ſpeedily 
-Y againc herlight, that ſhe hath 
olt, we fooles doe hardly in any 
time recoucr the faith we hauc de- 
nied. _ 

What ſhould I ay more : Lune 
defetlum inminis patitur; ts ſalutic: 
T he Moone ſuffereth but the loſle 
of her light, thou of thy ſalvation, 
ho Grawnim 
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Granior ergo tua quam lune mutatio. 
More dangerous therefore by much 
is the eclipſe of thy ſoule, than is 
the eclipſe either of Sunne or 
Moone. 

But it may be ſome man will ſay: 
doth neither Sunne nor Moone la- 
bour in the eclipſe, doubtles they 
doc, and that continually. For we 
cannot denie but they labour with 
other creatures, as the Apoſtle faith, 
and prone with vs, alſo tran:lling iu 
paine together, unto this preſent, deſtring 
the day of their delinerance ont of the 
vanitie of corruption, wherein they ave, 
Leaue uff therefore to looke vp- 
on the defets of thoſe glorious 
lights, vnles thou looke vpon 
the ſtaines and blemiſhes of thy 
wicked life, For how is it poſli- 
ble for the drunkard in his wine, 
the wanton in his luſt, or the co. 
uetous man in his wealth, to looke 
yponthe Moone, and (ce thethings 
that are in heauen, when he know- 
eth not rightly how to vſe or dil- 
cerne ofthingsthatare oncarth?

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Are there new Stars vncoth and 
ynknowne ? Doe they blaze in the 
heaucns and moue thee to wonder, 
what may be the cfteR? Say with the 
Sages,and then art thou wiſc,24dimus 
ft-llams eines in oriente, cc. wee haue 
ſcene his Star in the Eaſt, and arc 
come to worſhip him: him, not it: 
leſt any man might bake cakes, to 
the Queene of heauecn, & adore the 
creature, for the Creator. Yet follow 
it til] it come to the place where the 
babe is : then leaue it, and offer of 
thy Gold, Myrrhe, & Frankencence : 
that is, when theſe (ignes in heauen, 
& prodigics on carth, hauc brought 
thee to tne lenſe of thy ſinne, and 
ſGghe of thy Sauiour, offer vp the 
lweet perivine of thy praier & praiſe, 
an cucning and morning ſacrifice 
vnto thy Chriſt. 

Laſtiy,arc there rumors of warres 
abroad wt the world, or warres at 
home, wocs and wonders, cucn at 
thy doores, Hannibal ad portas, Isthe 
enemic at thy gates ? Arc the Barbs- 
rians abroad, and is the Turke in 
| armes? 
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armes ? Vibrans haftamin Chriſtianos, 
breathing after Chriſtian blood :de- 
ſine peccare (> cinitas non peribit, ceale. 
to linne,and the citic ſhall not be ſac- 
ked. nid frugis patriam fs vis [aluns 
eſſe tna potins peccata ſubter fuge ſi ti 
peccare deſerts vities «ff inimicus, Why 
leaueſt rhou thy country? nay rather 
if thou wouldeft be fafe, flee from 
thy ſinnes, if thou leaue off inning 
the enemic is conquered, And how 
is he conquered ?

J/gncr in heaucn,and prodigics on 
carth (as I haue told you;) arc no- 
thing elſc but drums of deuotion, 
prouoking our prayer, in the ſweet 
perfume whereof, whiles we walke, 
the Lord will cither deliver vs from 
deſerued iudgements, or giue vs 
patience to abide the fyric trial], 
And therforc pardon me yet further 
eo 
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to ceaze vpon your religious cares, 
and hearts, on Gods behalfe, andin 
tender of your ſauce ſoules. Pardon 
me to pretlc you to powerfull praier, 
thereby to make the Lord propiti- 
ous ,ayding.& aſlilting,when workes 
of wonder, both aboue and belowe, 
doe threaten our delirution. 

The wicked in that day ſhal wring 
their hands, rent their garments, 
teare their hairc, and cry vpon the 
mountaines to fall ypon them : but 
the godly ſhall haue boldnes in that 
day,thcy ſhall lift vptheir heads, and 
knowe that the day of their redemp. 
tion draweth neere : yea, & asSitis in 
my text, they ſhall call upon the name of 
the Lord,aiud be [aned. | lay,all (uch as 
feare God, i};all feare no hire, but call 
220u the nan: of the Lord and be ſane, 

Yetlozasthe holy Ghoſt euer giues 
the guſt, power, and ſpirit of prayer, 
without which it is no perfume, but 
a ftinch in the noſthrills of the Lord 
of Holt. And therefore as you may 
here [ce the bleſſed Apoltle clearing 
the imputation of Drunkennes,both 

: n 
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in himſclfc, and the reſt his afſociats» 
even inthe height of that high feaſt 
of Penticolt,doth inebriat the ſoules 
of Gods Saints, with a pregnant pro- 
phclic of the abundance of the ſpi- 
rit which ſhould glad the hearts of 
the godly in the latter daics. So then 
I may (afcly fay, that as the fire is 
knowne by it heate, the Sunne by it 
lighe, and the tree by itfruit, ſo may 
you by praycr,know whcther the ſpi- 
rit of God be in you or no: As alſo 
whether ye ſhall be ſaucd when pro- 
digics arcabroad, wonders in heauen 
abouc, and tokens on earth beneath, 
blood and fire and the vapour of 
ſmoake. Much prayer, and much 
pailion, is cucr from a powerfull (pi. 
rit, anditargueth a Royall preſence 
of the holy Ghoſt for cuen as: i» wa- 
ter face anſwereth face, ſo in plea of 
ſaluation, ſpirit anſwereth ſpirit,Gods 
ſpirit anſwereth our ſpirit, that we are

VVhy then it may ſeeme, where

Gen.5.24. more ſeene © It was his ſpeciall privi- 
ledge ſoro bee rapt vp, clſc moc had 
followed after, but they wanted his 
ſpirit, his prayer, and the familiarity 
hee had with God; it was a bad world, 
for the ſpirit breathed not, and there- 
fore men praycd not. 

When all fleſh had corrupted their 
wajessſ0as God looked down from 
heaven,to (ce if there were any that 
were good, and there was not one 
good, no not one; then mans wic- 
kednelſe wallowed inthe water of his | 
dcſtrution ; Noah prayed, and hee | 
was preſerved, the reſt called not || 
vponthe name of the Lord, and 
therefore periſhed, 

I might tell of Abraham, Tſaache, 
Lacob, Moſes, Samuel and Toſhna, how 
plenrifull the ſpirit was in them, and 
how powerfully they prayed in their 
daycs:yct from afſparing ſpirit which

ſaid, with the effuſion of h:s blood, 
powred out the abundance of hisfpi - 
rit vpon all fleſh, Iſay with Zacha - 
ne,the ſpirit of prayer and compal- 
ſion;that the godly might mouine, 
becauſe of him whome they had

ferch that ſweet perfume from his

had blefſed him for ener. 

Well then I ſay no more but this, 
to preiſe out this ſvcete perfume 
of praycr, to be practiſed of all with 
ynwearicd diligence. x.
